services were <|uite valuable, as he was 
an active, obedient, intelligent boy. He 
frequently came over to Williamston as 
a teamster, and thus became well known 
to our community. 
Kight years ago 


Mr. Arnold removed to Mississippi 
Just before his departure Marcus disap- 
peared. 
No one knew whether ho had 


gone. 
His mother tried in vain to get 


information of his whereabouts. 
No 


tidings of him reached his friends at 
home until the last day of June, when 
his return to the house o( Ins uncle, 
Edmund Jones, was as unexpected us 
his mysterious departure years before 


In the meantime he had learned to 


converse in writing, so that ^c found no 
trouble in communicating his history 
during his long absence from home. 
Nothing noteworthy 
occurred 
from 


Monday to Thursday, the 3d instant. 
On that afternoon he became extremely 
nervous and restless, '-hearing dreadful 
loud noises, and seeming as if his head 
would burst with pain." 
This condition 


continued till after nightfall. 
He then 


fainted, his extremities became cold and 
his body was convulsed with violent 
paroxysms. Alter something more than 
an hour, these symptoms relaxed, and 
he broke his life-long silence by asking, 
quite audibly, but not very distinctly for 
a drink of water.

Louis, July 21.—The following 


are the quarantine regulations put in 
force here to-day: 


1. That no freight of any kind shall 


be allowed to be brought from the ciiy of 
Memphis to any point, within the limits 
of the city of St. Louis. 
2. That no steamboat, or other water- 


craft, or railroad train, coming direct- 
ly from Memphis, shall be allowed to land 
at the wharf or discharge its freight or 
passenger* within the limits of St Louis, 
without first having obtained a permit lo 
do so from the Health Commissioner or 
some other officer designated by him. 


3. No steamboats or other water craft 


coming from, or that have touched at the 
portoC Memphis, or that shall have land- 
ed en either side of the river within one 
mile of the limits of Memphis, shall be 
allowed at the wharf, or to discharge its 
freight and passengers within the limits 
of St. Louis, without first having obtain- 
ed a (permit to do so from the Health 
Commissioner, or some other officer des- 
ignated by him, which officer shall be 
stationed, and a permit issued at the quar- 
antine station established by the city of 
St. Louis, on the west bank of the Missis- 
sippi river, five miles south of the south- 
ern limits of the city. 
4. Any person, whether a passenger or 


any of the crew of any steamboat or oth- 
er water craft, who may be found sufler- 
ing from yellow fever, or from what may 
be supposed to be yellow fever, shall be 
placed in and cared for in the hospital 
wards at the quarantine station.

THE TESTIMONY. 


Charles McCollum, a courageous young 


man, the first at the scene of the drown- 
ing, testified: When 1 came up lo the 
river the children told me their mother 
was drowning; I jumped into the water 
and brought her out; Samuel Ball was 
with me; Mrs. Rinehart was taken out 
first, Mrs. Jacobs next and Miss Polly 
Honiker next. There were present at the 
time, Samuel Ball, Doc Mafflt, John and 
Samuel McCollum. 


William Fletcher the father of Mrs. 


Mury Jacobs, and' the one-armed gentle- 
man who took the women and children 
to the river iu his wagon, testified: Took 
uiy daughter, Mrs. Mary Jacobs, Mrs.
